Independent: claim 1 

Novelty 

The closest prior art is described in document FR-A-2 67 6 
918, which relates to a proprioceptive orthopaedic insole 
made of a resilient material and comprising means provided 
on the upper surface thereof for activating the joint 
receptors between the ankle bone and heel bone at the 
start of each step, as well as means for guiding the foot 
along the physiological walking axis. None of the cited 
documents discloses all of the features in claim 1. 



Inventive step 

The features in claim 1 provide a proprioceptive insole 
for restoring proper walking dynamics, whereby correction 
of a varus and/or valgus can be adjusted and optimised. 

A person skilled in the art would find no indication 
leading to the features in the prior art cited. 
Specifically: 

- FR-A-2 67 6 918 specifies that the foot guiding means 
counter the effects of a varus or valgus (page 6, lines 
11-19) . However, this function cannot be tailored to a 
particular insole . 
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- DE 16 68 262 U proposes the use of releasable correcting 
elements in an insole of which the top closely fits the 
shape of the user's foot. There is no mention of guiding 
the movement of a foot on the upper surface. 



Dependent claims 2 to 18 

These dependent claims relate to advantageous embodiments 
of the insole according to claim 1, and thus also comply 
with the requirements of PCT Article 33(2) and (3).
